/  J  past  year,  both  in  acreage  and  improve-

You  may  be  interested  to  know  that  my  sales  this  past  year  were  nearly 
double  those  of  a  year  ago,  which  is  the  kind  of  encouragement  I  have  received 
by  standing  by  one  principle,  that  of  sending  my  customers  the  best  that  can 
be  grown.  If  a  dahlia  will  not  produce  an  abundance  of  flowers  and  is  not  one 
that  I  can  honestly  recommend  for  garden  or  exhibition  purposes,  it  is  not  a 
worthy  variety  to  sell  to  my  customers.  In  all  other  bulbs  and  seeds  I  am  very 
careful  that  only  the  most  desirable  varieties  are  offered  and  that  they  are 
strong,  healthy  and  full  of  vitality.
